Senate and Assembly, do enact as follo'u’).s :

§ 1. All the provisions of chapter eighty-six of the re- Civil jrisdiction
vised statutes, and all other provisions of law conferring repealed.
upon county courts jurisdiction to try and determine civﬁ
actions, appeals, or certioraris, are hereby repealed: Pro-,_ ...
vided, That this act shall not affect the jurisdiction of
said courtinrespect to probate matters or proceedings, and
shall not apply to or affect the county court of the county
of Milwaukee.

§ 2. There shall be held in each county of this state or- Terms of cireuit
ganized for judicial purposes, sueh number of jury terms ****
and of law terms of the circuit court as the legislature \
may from time to time deem necessary, and provide for
not less than two terms in each year. At such law terms
the court may hear and determine all motions and ques-
tions of law, all snits or proceedings in equity, or other
business not requiring a trial or inquest by a jury.

8. This act shall take effect on the first day of July gt taasfered
next, and all snits and proceedings then pending and un-
determined in any such county court, and which by the
provisions of this act such court is not authorized to try
and determine, shall forthwith be transferred to the cir-
cuit court of the same county, and by virtne of this act
shall be deemed to be pending therein, and shall thereaf-
ter be proceeded with, tried, determined, and completed
in the same manner as if originally commenced in or ap-
pealed to said circuit court.
